SPRING FISHING 

All right, so it isn’t quit® 
spring yet. At least not north, 
of the Mason-Dixon Line, and 
even south of it the soaking 
warmth of the summer sol¬ 
stice has yet to be felt in its 
fullest. 

Disregarding this, however, 
any fisherman worth his salt 
has already cleaned and re¬ 
paired all his tackle and is 
busily laying plans for the 
earliest possible assault on the 
particular gamefish of his lo¬ 
cale. 

It is not too early, the fish¬ 
ing authorities at Mercury 
outboards remind, to begin 
going over methods of attack 
that will give a measure of 
success on the fishing 
grounds. One of the most im¬ 
portant of these is a reminder 
that fish are like people. 

Sound silly? Not so. Whafi 
do you feel like doing on the 
first warm day of spring? You 
feel like sleeping late and let¬ 
ting the world take care of 
itself, then arising to a late 
breakfast and a slothful day 
spent doing as little as possi¬ 
ble, if you’re as normally lazy 
as most fishermen. 

A largemouth bass, or a 
nice big crappie, feels almost 
exactly the same way. He 
may not laze in bed, but he’ll 
stay in a deep hole and wait 
for the warming sun to heat 
the water to his favorite ten* 
perature. - ; 

So you follow the sun, too* 
Fish the sunny side of rivers, 
and on lakes fish those spots 
where the sun has been warm¬ 
ing the water the longest* 
These will be the shallow 
areas, which will warm up 
much quicker than the deep 
spots. 

Just remember to do in 
your fishing as you would do 
in your daily living and you 
can’t miss. Linger over, your 
coffee, then go out and fish, 
slowly; giving those fish with 
“spring fever” a chance to 
catch your lure.

The Bondi island sewage dis¬ 
posal plant is operated by the 
City of Springfield under the 
direction of a Mr. Greanie and 
a Mr. Denton. The housekeeping 
is excellent and the management 
seems to be highly efficient. How¬ 
ever, the plant is known as a 
“primary” type sewage disposal 
system. This means simply that 
it is intended to process sewage 
to 50% completion. A “second¬ 
ary* 4 system would purify sewage 
so that liquid emitted from the 
process would be practically 
100free from impurities. Such 
is not the case with this “pri¬ 
mary” plant. 

The capacity of the plant is 
20 MGD (million gallons per 
day). The plant is now working 
at that capacity"! All of Spring¬ 
field’s and Agawam’s collected 
and trunked sewage is directed! 
to it. East Longnieadow and West 
Springfield also direct a share 
of their sewage into this system. 
At the moment, I witnessed the 
meters at 4:30 p.m. Springfield 
was putting in sewage at the 
rate of 22 MGD and Agawam at 
2 MGD. This alone is 4 MGD 
over capacity and we haven’t con¬ 
sidered the other two towns.

According to the U. S. Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, employed Am¬ 
ericans will work toward two 
and a half hours every eight- 
hour working day in 1969 to pay 
their federal, state and local tax 
bills. Last year’s 10 per cent sur¬ 
tax accounted for a big jump in 
federal taxes, but state and local 
levies are also showing a dis¬ 
tinct upward trend. As a result, 
the average American’s tax-load 
has changed drastically since the 
beginning of the 20th Century. 
In 1902, all taxes—federal, state 
and local—came to $17 per cap¬ 
ita. In 1948 it was $349 and in 
1958, $568. However, for 1969 
the estimated tax bill will be 
$1,000 for every man, woman and 
child in the United States.
